*fo\y Spirit." and shed forth this holy in- 
f.lence upon el! with whom they come ia 
contact. 


Thus we see that there ia a trinity of 
the Scriptures very different from the 


j trinity of the creeds—a besutlful trinity. 
[ Before w« proceed to demonstrate the 
j Bible trinity and to give en array of 
j Scripture texts proving it, let us. glance 
j backward and note well the conditions 
j and circumstances v/hjch gave rise to tha 
'erroneous tr.eory of tho trinity set forth 
in our creeds,-namely.-aa stated by some, 
thai there are three G«cs in one person— 
God the Fniher, God the Son. God the 
Holy Spirit. Or, as stated by some other 
persons. There is one G-vi In three perrj 
sans, or a trinity of Co—- with one aim. 
and object; 


The Origin of *he Error. 


It.will not he Disputed that for more 
,t!ian four thousand / years tb*»rA,-was no 
suggestion of a. trinity of Gods, nor of 
more than one God, amongst the Israel- 
ites. The h%-at'aen nations recognized gods 
many—polytheism—and at least one of 
these as having a trinity. But. God's'peo- 
ple were warned against all these, beins 
instructed In these words. "Hear, O Is- 
rael, the Lord our God is one Lord—Je- 
hovah. Thou Shalt hr.ve no Other, KOds 
[mighty ones, rulers] before roe." (Deu- 
teronomy vl, 4.) It should be noted that 
our Bible recognises earthly- gods or rul- 
'*rs, b«t none of these wero ever to rani** 
with" the great Etermil One. whose Word 
and authority must stand supreme with 
those who would he His people. Ind«e" 
the' word eto**»>, as used in the Bible, and 
translated gods, signifies sserely miyMi, 
mt*. 


Jehovah, being: the Mightiest One oi all, 
Is frequently referred to by this word 
(Sokim, And sometimes, by way of show- 
ing "His pre-eminence over other mishty 
ones (flohlm). 
He is styled the All- 
Mighty One. The word cloliun la also 
used in the Bible in respect to angels, 
because they are mightier than men, es- 
Jieclally when they came to men as Di-,

Even a child's mind can dis- 
cern the absurdity of this statement, 
for surely the angels' knew that Jesus 
was the Son of God before He came 
into the world and during Efls earthly 
ministry and since, without any neces- 
sity for a testimony to this effect from 
the Father, the Son and the Holy Spirit, 


The Testimony of tfv» BibU, 


Th« Bible sets forth that Jehovah is 


the Almighty God, and -that onr^ Lord 
Jesus 1* His Son, His offspring, glori- 
ously exalted to the Father's right 
hand of power, dominion and glory— 
as His Chief 
Representative and 


Agent hi all matters. Tb» Father, and 
the Son; although different persons.'are 
one In the sense In which our Lord 
Jesus stated—one in mind, in purpose, 
in plan, in action, In everything except 
In person. 
How clearly th« Master 


stated this to us, and bow strangely 
we overlooked the force of His words 
when He. prayed for th* Chnreh, that 
we might all be "one, even as Thoo, 
Father, and I ara one!" The oneness 
of the Church is certainly not "a on«- 
ness of person, but a oneness- of faith, 
hope, harmony, fellowship, even as IB 
the oneness of the Father and the Son. 
Bead over the Master's words at your

'Is used in referring to men—men pla"ced 
in positions" ot might or authority—ths. 
seventy "eldere of -Israel.—Exodus 33!. B: 
xxii,;8, 9, 28;-Psalm Ixxxii, 6. 
"As we shall shortly show, the trords-ot 
Jesus and the Apostles folly corroborate 
the teaching of the Old Testament, addln's 
that Jesus-is the-. Son of God, and that 
the call of this Gospel Age is for the 
ga.ther(n? of the Church, to be under and 
associate. sons, "partakers of the divine 
nature."—H Peter 1. 4. 
It was after the -deati of tha twelve 
JLpostlee that, without Divine authority, 
tha btehap~B of tha" caarch were proclaimed 
-to be 'the successors of the Apostles, and- 
to possess-Apostolic-authority, as teach- 
ers In the church, and whoso words Tsrere- 
"to b« taken as ot plenary inspiration. It 
was these bishops in council who declared 
the doc-trine that Sll ia one—that God is 
one" being, of three personalities Or man- 
ifestations, all three belnsr equal to power 
and in glory. The-question is, "".Vhy did 
they mai» such a statement? Why should 
they eoncoot so unscriptural and so un- 
reasonable, a proposition? The answer Is 
that it was done to combat certain errors 
prominent in -their day. They flew from 
ons extreme to another. 
. - 
Aa soon as Christianity became promi- 
nent enough in the world to attract tho 
attention of the Grecian philosophers, 
they confessed some of Its teachings to b» 
•grand and noble, put they attacked the 
thought that Jesus was more than a man 
and that His death was in any sense of 
the word necessary as the Atonement 
prkie for the sins of, the world. In pro- 
portkjn, as tasy endeavored to discredit 
the Redeemer and to. deny HJs prehuman- 
existence, proportionately did tee otHer 
party exalt and extol Him. until th&y 
claimed for Him that which, neither .He 
nor the Apostles ever claimed, namely, 
that He was the Father as well as the 
Son—that He was not.only equal to the 
Father In power and glory, but was the 
same in person, etc., etc. 


Hearken to the Words of Jesus. 


A little Scripture is worth iar more than 
a great deal of reasoning:, much more 
than' aB the statements *n all the creeds, 
because the "Word of God is Truth, ana 
the testimony of our creeds has Ions ago 
been proven untrue in many particulars, 
We will ts&c. the words of Jesus first, of 
whom the Father said, "ThSs is My be- 
loved Son; in whom I am well please^;" 
"hear v« Sim r-Matthew 111. 17; Luie \x. 3£ 
Jesus declared, "My Father Is greater 
than X"r-Jehn xiv, 38, 
., ; 
"My Father is greater than all."—John 


X, 29. 
"Of Minn Own Self I can do nothing"."— 
John v. Id 
"Ai.the Father hatii sent Me. so senai!- 
yoo,"—John xx, 2L ' 
"I-ca»e not to do Mine Own will, but 
the will of Him that sent Me."—John 
vi, 88. 
, 
There is a unity her* manifested—an Ab- 
solute unity of mind and purpose, because 
the Redeemer sought-not to do His own 
will, but the Father's will. Henoe they 
were ona. even as wo will in "one with 
each other if we as disciples are in har- 
mony 'with the "Father's will and Word, 
and in harmony, wito.;. our Redeemers 
counsels. 
Hear Jesus again: After His death, after 
His resurrection, when speaking to Mary. 
He said, "I have not yet ascended to My 
Father. * * » I ascend to My Father and 
to your Father; to My God aria* to "your 
God." (John xx, 17.) "Say.ye 'at Him whom 
the Father hatb sanctified and seat into 
the world, Thou blftspaemest, because ,1 
said, I am the Bon of God?"—John i,' 36. 
_ Perhaps th* strongest testimony of the 
-Scriptures reapscttaff th» exalted position 
held by the Redeemer ia the word of 
our Ix>rd Jesus Himself, "That all men 
should honor the Son. eren as they honor 
the Kather." (John v,* 2S.) This Is in 
harmony with the-thought of the Fathsr^ 
and the Eon being of one mind, one will," 
one purposa; 'but'it'distinctly shows that 
th«y aro separate persons, otherwise w«., 
could not revtreno* the one as wa. rever- 
ence tho other. 
Our text Is to the point. It declares thio 


faith once delivered to th«, saints, and 
says nothing: about the trinity—three 
Gods in one person. "To us there i* ona' 
God. tho Father," The contoxt show's 
that tho ApoaUft is contrasting our faith 
with the faith ot other* who recognize 
gods many and lords many. We Chris- 
tians, soys the Apostle, recognize only

"The cfcl&fejst among W:n thou- 
sead. and the one altogether io^ly"—He 
who is to be tba Bridegroom, the King °- 
the Tatu:-e; He who Is shortly to receive 
the Church to Hbnealf ae a Brid* and 
Jolnt-neir to His Kingdom: Re who, aa 
King of the world .and as Lord of the 
world, will reign for a thousand years. 
and. 
bached br Divine potr«rT will brine 
ail into subjection to the Divine «!U. 
It is He who will thus deliver up the 
Kingdom to Ood. even the Father, that 
Jehovah may "be All and In all, and that 
the glorified Christ may be at the right 
hand of. the Majesty on high—next to 
the Father—and we as His glorlfled Bride 
nest to Hfen. at Bis rieht hand. 


The Logos—"First and Lart." 


The Scriptures very explicitly declare to 
us thai the Heavenly Father is from ever- 
lastmgr to everlasting;—God. But not so 
His oreatnna. Prom time to time He has 
exerct™i~Z3s Omnipotent Power and 
^Pisdora in a variety of creations. Neces- 
sarily, however,- these had a beginning— 
one was first, and the Bible moat clearly 
and repeatedly-and distinctly tells us that 
that first one. "The Beginning of the cre- 
ation of God," was the Logos. 
And the Bible explains that Jehovah's 
Flrst-Born "Son was highly honored, io 
that the Father used Him as the Channel 
rand Agency through whom all subsequent 
creations were effected. He it was who 
was given to* honorable .commission and 
.-privilege' of beiag men's Hedseraer. and 
of thereby proving: His loyaltj' to Jehovah, 
and.of-being: exalted to th» divine nature, j 
"far above angels, principalities apd pow- 
ers." From the very beginning He was 
above all other creations effected through 
Him: but by this last exaltation He at- 
talzied, in. His resurrection from'the dead, 
i- place1 far. and away above ail others- 
next to the Father—at God's right hand. 
Where-iHa shall 'ever remain without-a 
peer. 


And, 
• wonderful thought! The Call of I 
this Gospel Ag« is to become heirs of 
God. 
and joint-heirs with Jesus Christ 
our:Redeemer, by a manifestation of His 
spirit of obedience to the Father, and 
drinking- the cup which the Father hath 


things,-even unto dsatu. 


"Th» Logos Was a God." 


In the opening of St. John.'s Gospel -we 
have a record of the - greatness of the 
Loyos. And It is much more clear and dis- 
tinct 'in the Greek than in our English. 
TJie word logo», I remind you, signifies 
the "scent" the "m#wo?«." and benca is a 
proper term for a. special mtstenosr. Ia 
olden times klnss addressed their people, 
not directly, but through such a messen- 
ger, or logos, irffes stood before the icing; 
&a'latter being- screened behind, n'ractice- 
work. As tho logot or messenssr received 
the message from the tdng, he uttered or 
proclaimed it to the people; .hence he was 
Btyied the logoi, the "Word. 
This is one of the grandest titles given 
to our Kedeemen He was the Father's 
legos, OT Messenger, or Mouthpiece. Ha 
waa the Channel of th* Highest in all 
His dealings with the angels, and In His 
creative: work; 'and later He became to 
man the Voice of Him who speaketh 
from - on high, for God hath spoken to 
mankind peace, 'through the blood of tha 
cross at Christ. 
Let us read together the inspired rec- 
ord of St. John (i, 1-3. 14, 10. 11): "In the 
beginning was the Logos ana the £osos was 
with ifie God, and the Logot was o god. 
The same was in the beginning with *R* 
God. By Him were all things mads 
that;.wereOrnade, arid withotit -Him was 
not one thing- made. * * * And the ioioi 
was made flesh and dwelt amongst u«, 
and we beheld His glory, as the glory of 
the Only Begotten of the Father, full of 
grace and truth." "He was in tha world, 
and, the world was made by Him. and 
the world knew Him_not. Hs came to 
HSs own [people—toe jews} and His own 
received Hita r,ot; but to as many as re- 
ceived Him, to them gave He liberty 
[privilege] .to become SOBS of GoQ" [par- 
takers of the ds%-ine nature—H Peter i, 
4]. even to those who believe on His 
Name, who were begotten, not of blood. 
nsr "of the will of tha flesh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God—at Pentecost and 
subsequently. 
How beautiful, simple and straightfor- 


ward and non-raystsrjous is the Divino 
record rfeSiiectirie the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Spirit, and their absolute one- 
ness or harmony!" How different from the 
nonsense which for so long w« endeavored 
to believe, oceans* w* thought it support- 
ed by the Bible! Good Brother Wesley 


• was; one of those honest souls who was 
seriously troubled on the subject. He re- 
marised that only toe one text. I John 6: 
7,:could:be:used as,a foundation for this 
doctrin*. He knew not that the difficulty 
lay In an Interpolation—an addition to tha 
Apostle's words. It i* only hi compara- 
tively recent years that the three original 
Greek manuscripts have bean trough:: to 
light, namely, ths Sinaltic. Vatican No, 
1209 and the Alexandrian. 


Tho Beginning of God's Creation, 


'tet UB hearkefi to th« Apostle Paul's 
statement respecting our dear Redeemer 
ajid Hia glorious station. He uttered not 
"a-Word favoring ihe absurd theory that 
' Beileettier was His own Father and 
,His own;Son-^ojKi In person. He declared 
!n harmony with St John's statement 
that our Lord Jesus w»s "the Begin- 
ning of the creation of God" (Revela- 
tion Hi, 14). St. Paul Seclarad that Je- 
sus wns "The Flrst-Born of every crea- 
tiinj, that in all tkings He might have 
;the pre-eminence" (Colosslana i, 16, IE). 
And when in one of his statements he 
*poke of our Lord Jesus as though H» 


ywero the Father, the Apostle promptly 
followed ths statemtmt with another, say- 
tcff, ;."It is manifest that tha Father 
la excepted O Corinthians xv, 27). in all 
comparisons, for, as Jesus declared, tha 
father Is above all. 


Our Lord Jesus' own testimony 1» that 
He is tha First and the Last, "the Alpha 
and the Omega, the Beginning and the 
JSnd" of tho Divine creation. In other 
Srard*. when the Father created the Son 
:He never afterwards directly created any 
sijthW person or thing. The T-nsvt was the 
•^irst anO tha Laoi, and by Him were all 
things made that were made. 
.Lot us than honor tho Son as the Son 
and as the glorious Agent and Represent- 
ative of the Father In all things—by whom 
(through whom) are all things of the Dl- 
;vlne Plan; and let UB honor also the Fa- 
ther. M "the Father of lights," and Fnthar 
of mercies and grace and truth, "of whpm 
are MI things." The testimony of the Bi- 
J»l« it p«aut)ful, honortng to the Father, 
to .the Son and to tho Spirit of holiness. 
-As Qlis Sorlptnrs* declare, "The words of 
jtho Lord are pur«. making wiso tha SIM- 
pltt'^th* teaohabl* 
;
